Cash Road Tax in Force. 


In issue of Compiler of two weeks 


ago attention was called to the new 
road law and every township was 
urged to get iu «hape to be entitled to 
the fifty «ent bonus on every dollar of 
road tax paid iu cash. We*had gath- 
ered the impression that the cash road 
tax was not iu force aud to put it in 
force each township would have to 
vote on the question. This conclusion 
was a mistake. 


Our attention beiug called to the lan- 


guage of Act by a valued subscriber, 
as inaugurating a cash road tax with- 
out auy election ou the <|uestion, a 
communication was sent to the author- 
ities at Harrisburg asking for their 
interpretation of the new law and the 
reply is 


"There is uo question whatever ae to 


the purpose of -the Act of 1909. After 
March, 1.910, every second-class town- 
ship iu the state will be compelled by 
law to collect its road tax in cash un- 
less application is made to Court for 
authority to hold a special election and 
at such election a majority of the citi- 
7.ej)jg«hall vote to continue on the work 
tax basis. Any board of Supervisors, 
who after March, 1910. shall attempt 
to continue the work tax system—un- 
less authorized so to do by majority 
vote of the eitiaens—will be liable to 
an action for violation of the law.'7 


Road taxee must be paid in cash 


next year and there isn't a township 
iu Adams -county can afford to turn 
down a gift of fifty cents on every dol- 
lar of cash tax caid to be received from 
the State. There is no township with 
good enough roade to throw away the 
fifty cents «n every dollar paid in 
taxes. Tbe«aeh >tax from citizens and 
fifty cents battue from State assures for 
the future better iroads than county has 
ever had. 


One of the imperative duties of the 


new Act is to measure the roads by a 
cyclometer or otherwise and Boards of 
Supervisors wust .do this within six 
mouths of paeeage of Act or before 
Nov. 13.

The firm has spent on the plant in 


the past two years over $3,000 in ma- 
chinery and additions and they assert 
with the confidence of a prosperous 
and well managed business that all im- 
provements have been paid for. They 
have in mind other improvements to 
increase the capacity of their plant, 
by another kiln, and are arranging to 
burn the brick for the same at the 
close of this season. 


One of the features of their business 


that involved much labor and time 
was the hauling of the tile to town and 
loading same on cars. The W. M. R. 
R. within last week or two has built 
for this firm a branch beginning near 
junction of the Hunterstown road with 
the pike and extending a distance suf- 
ficient to accommodate two cars, so 
that the tile can be loaded with a very 
short haul and will mean a saving in 
operation of the plant. 


The plant makes a number of sizes 


of tile, 2 1-2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 inches. 
The prosperity of this firm is reflect- 
ed in another way, for the greater 
quantity of the drain tile is used by 
farmers for draining fields and farm 
land. As the output will amount to 
over a hundred miles of drain tile this 
year, that means that prosperous farm- 
ers are adding the greater part of this 
100 miles to the value of their farms, 
increasing the area of farming land.

.Miss Cassatt was born iu Pittsburg, 


and is the daughter aud sister of well- 
known Pennsylvania Railroad mag- 
nates. Tbe possessor of an indepen- 
dent fortune, and therefore free from 
those financial worries which are so 
often the inheritance of the art student, 
she found no obstacles iu tbe pursuit 
of ber life-work when she decided to 
travel aud study abroad rather than 
to live in "Commercial 
America." 


Tnis was thirty years ago, when only 
the cultured few rather than the un- 
learned mauy{had time or inclination 
to devote to the study of esthetics. 


That her work is gaining recognition 


in this country as in France (where 
she is better known) is evident from 
tbe decided interest felt in her recent 
visit to America, the first in twelve 
years, and the second since she left 
here about 1879. It was the welcoming 
of a celebrity. 


Miss Cassatt has lived in Holland, 


tSpain and Italy. It was in Italy, how- 
ever, that she received her most pro- 
found art impressions, which have in- 
fluenced her artthrougbout her career. 
This is noticeable in her choice of sub- 
jects, their arrangement and in her 
sentiment. Her mothers are Madon- 
nas, "simple, unassuming and un- 
moved.'' 


Cleveland as a Fisherman.

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 


Ten Questions will go on the Ballot 


at November Election. 


in another coimuu will be found tbo 


, Constitutional Amendments aurt sche- 
dule to l>e voted on at the November 
election. The Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth presented a number of 
questions- to the Attorney General, ia 
relation to these amendments aucl 
how they were to appear on the bal- 
lots. 


lu an opinion lumished Secretary of 


the Commonwealth McAfee recent!y 
Attorney General Todd advises the 
state department that the ten proposed 
amendments to the constitution of 
1878 shall be printed upon the baliot 
lu November merely in the form io 
which the sections will appear a;j 
amended—that both the present forui 
aud the proposed form of each section 
need not be printed. 


The opinion also advises that the 


ten propositions shall be printed an 
ten separate questions and that tbo 
schedule for eairying the amend- 
ments into effect shall be printed aa 
an additional question, the voters to 
vote "yes" or "no" 
upon each pro- 


posed amendment and also upon the 
schedule. 


Secretary McAfee is also advised to 


advertise the amendments this year 
in the same lashiou as last year. 


The opinion of the attorney general 


was sought by McAfee because this in 
the first time in the history of the 
commonwealth that a schedule hao 
accompanied amendments to a eousu- 
tutiou, aud the point decided wari 
therefore, never before raised. 


Heretofore, a schedule has accom- 


panied only au entire uew constitu- 
tion. Wherever au existing constitu- 
tion has been amended it has beeu ia 
such a way that no schedule waa 
necessary to carry the amendment in- 
to effect. 


Because of 
somewhat conflicting 


constructions of the law under similar 
circumstances in the past, Secretary 
McAfee asked advice upon all four 
points mentioned. Attorney General 
Todd;s decision regarding what has to 
be printed will shorten the amend- 
ments on the ballot by 50 per cent. Aa 
adopted by the legislatures of 1907 
aud 1909, and aa advertised throunu- 
out the state 'as! year by Secretary 
McAfee, the amendments recite the 
present form of each of the ten sec- 
tions and each section so recited if» 
followed with language of that same 
section, as it is proposed that it shall 
read if amended. 


Secretary McAfee asked specifically 


if it is necessary that the ballot con- 
tain both the section as it stands today 
and the section as it is proposed it 
shall read if amended. Attorney Gen- 
eral Todd cites numerous provisions 
of the election laws and the constitu- 
tion itself in deciding this point. 


Attorney General Todd'a opinion 


gives the form for the amendments. 
Each is to be entitled "Proposed 
Amendment No—." The sub-heading 
is to read "Shall Section —, Article —, 
of the constitution, be amended so as 
to read as follows?" Then follows 
the proper citation of the language of 
the proposed amendment, with blocks 
to the right for marking, "yes'7 or 


no." The usual direction as to how 


to mark each question, according to 
the voter's wish are also given. 


Todd then recalls that when the 


present constitution was submitted to 
a vote "no distinction seems to have 
been made between approving the 
constitution and the schedule. Tha 
schedule seems to have been treated 
as a part of the constitution and ap- 
proved as a part thereof. A diflereut 
situation present? itself at this time, 
for we have ten proposed amendments 
which must be voted upon separately 
and a schedule which will only be of 
use in case the amendments are ap- 
proved by the electors. 


•'The amendments now proposed to 


the constitution materially affect the 
length of the terms of office of many 
officers aud the time of their election, 
The schedule declares how the propos- 
ed amendments are to be put mto 
operation without confusion or disor- 
der, it is to be borne in mind that" 
we are not now dealing with any 
question of legislation, but with the 
exercise of the power of the people of 
this commonwealth to amend the con- 
stitution. 


••If these amendments are approved 


by a majority of those voting thereon 


j they become at once a part of the con- 
stitution. The qualified electors, of the 
commonwealth, and they alone, have 
the right to prescribe how the pro- 
posed amendments, in case they are 
approved, shall be put into operation."

Where the wheat is left in the straw, 
ns in the stack or mow. it has been 
found far worse infested 
than 
when 


threshed and kept in a bin. Several 
farmers have 
replied 
to State Zoo- 


logist Surface that they have acted up 
on his recommendation of threshing 
the grain soon after harvest, and have 
found the results quite satisfactory. 
One farmer reported that half of his 
crop, which was threshed shortly after 
harvest, was entirely uninjured by 
this pest : while the other half, that 
was not threshed until the latter part 
of fall, was nearly all destroyed. 


This remedy, therefore, is one of the 


simplest, and at the same time one of 
the most effective, that could be ap- 
plied, and consists in merely threshing 
the grain as early as is possible and 
storing it in the bin, rather than keep- 
ing it iu the straw unthreshed. 
In 


the grain bin the moth weevil will 
work only in the top layer of grain, if 
at all : and, if it should be found there, 
as would be indicated by the heating 
of the grain, it can easily be killed by 
pouring carbon bisulfide into shallow 
dishes, and placing them on the grain 
under cover of wet blankets. 


Concerning Strawberry Pests. 
State Zoologist 
Surface 
received 


many inquiries recently concerning 
strawberry pests, and to these has re- 
plied that the best general means of 
suppressing them lies in a novel meth- 
od of summer treatment of the straw- 
berry, which many persons would hesi- 
tate1 to apply, but which they will find 
so effective that it will become a regu- 
lar feature of their mode of culture 
after its benefits have been observed. 
This consists of nothing more nor less 
than mowing the strawberry leaves as 
low as possible shortly after the ber- 
ries are picked; throwing these to- 
gether with a little straw between the 
rows, drying them quickly on a hot, 
sunshiny day,-and then burning them 
at once. -•
